After thi.";, in 
llic cnol of the evening, v.'c marched 
with our comrades around the town 
holding short meetings, inviting the 
people and enrolling a miinber of 
Salvationists. 

"We left next morning for Agoha 
Swedru, when Ensign Sully took an- 
other direction to visit other Corpt, 
and I am inserting here some of his 
travel notes: 

" 'I commenced my three days in 
the district with an Open-air in the 
main street of Swedru, where we had 
a rousing time, many of the native 
storekeepers coming and listening. 
All our comrades were veiy willing 
to sing and testify, even a boy of 
tv.'clvc gave a definite testimony of 
Salvation. It was very impressive 
to s:oc thonc people lir.ctliu^ dowij in 
prayer for the unconverted.

What it is and What it is Not 

An Instrumenlalist Talks to InstrumcntaUs!: 



FC^tite does not consist of merely 
blowing or playing a series of scales, 
exercises, or tunes. There- must be 
Home definite aim behind the effort 
if good is to be the result. 

.It is poa.sible to play for two or 
three hours nnd yet not do a 
moment's practice. 

Before any playing la commenced 
the fault to be remedied should be 
decided upon. Ten inimite.= spent 
in correcting ii fault is worth more 
<li«ll !!ti liour',i haphanaid work. 

Slick to the point iiiined at. Dn 
not nn'sii u part that is troublesome. 



Play it slowly first; then quickly. 
Get it right. Don't give up or post- 
pone matters because of difficult}". 
Tackle every fault in turn and master 
it. That is practice, which spells 
progress. 

One of the most common faults 
nraong.st us is that of inaccurate 
phrasing, and no fault reflects 
greater discredit on both Bandmaster 
and Bandsmen. Incorrect phrasing 
is also an in.iufitie" to the composer.
